Hold His Election Was Not Valid |

Deserve a Senate Inquiry.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—That Sen- 


ator Lodge was repudiated by the poser 


of Massachusetts at the recent election, 
that flagrant irregularities took place in 


the election and that the influence of| 


Lodge of Massachusetts was “ already a 
thing to shun rather than embrace,”’ 
were some of the statements made to- 
night by C. W. Crooker, Chairman 
the Liberal Republican League of Mas- 
sachusetts, who is here to begin proceed- 
ings, looking to the exclusion of Mr. 
Lodge from the Senate after March 4. 

Mr. Crooker said that he had filed 
notice of the intention to contest the 
validity of Lodge's title to the seat, and 
in a letter to Vice President Coolidge 
he demanded an immediate hearing be- 
fore the Committee on Privileges and 
Election. Senator Lodge refused to com- 
ment on the action of the league. 

In a_ statement, 
issued in behalf of 100,000 Republican 
voters of the old Bay State, Mr. Crooker 
declared the actual legal vote for Lodge 
was still in question and should be 
| settled by a Senatorial inquiry, He

‘“‘Flagrant irregularities in the con-

Should Mr. Hearst permit the ex-

Hearst, despite the serious setback he 
suffered this year, is out of politics for 
good.

New York Times-Chicago Tribune Contract 
For Lloyd George’s War Memoirs Cancelled 


THE New York Trmes and The Chi- 
cago Tribune announced on Sept. 15 
last that they had jointly purchased for 
the United States and certain other 
countries in the Western Hemisphere 
the serial rights to the War Memoirs of 
Mr. David Lloyd George, then Prime 
Minister of England. The price to be 
paid was £40,000 of which £4,000 was 
paid in advance. For reasons that will 
be set forth below, the contract for this 
purchase has now been canceled, at the 
Instance of THE New Yor«K Times and 
The Chicago Tribune and after legal 
proceedings had been begun by them 
against Mr. Lloyd George. 


The contract was signed after repre- 
sentations had been made by the agent 
that the ‘work had been ‘begun and was 
then in progress, and that, although Mr. 
Lloyd George might soon retire from of- 
fice and thus gain more time to devote 
to the. work, yet even if he remained fn 
office, half of it, he hoped, would be 
delivered to the purchasers by Jan, 1, 
1923, and the remainder as rapidly as 
possible. However, to meet the ¢on- 
tingency of Mr. Lloyd George’s long con- 
tinuance in office and arduous occupa- 
tion with governmental labors, a period 
of two years was allowed for the com- 
pletion of the work. 


With great surprise, therefore, THE 
New York Times and The Chicago 
Tribune learned on Nov. 23 that Mr. 
Lloyd George, who had ‘just retired from 
the office of Prime Minister, was about 
to enter into a contract with an Amer- 
ican ‘‘ syndicate’’ to write weekly and 
fortnightly articles on current topics for | 
a period that, under a proposed option, 
might be extended to 108 weeks, over- | 
lapping the two-year period within which | 
the Memoirs were to be completed, and, | 
in the opinion of the purchasers, en- 
dangering their delivery and impairing 
their value. 





The two newspapers at once made 
energetic protest, but on the following 
day, Nov. 24, Mr. Lloyd George entered 
into the new contract, whereupon they | 
urged that the proper course was the 
cancellation of their contract for the 
purchase of the Memoirs. Mr. Lloyd | 
George replied that he had not violated | 
his contract with THe New York Times | 
and The Chicago Tribune either in letter 
or in spirit, and that the Memoirs would 
not be delayed. A subsequent communi- 
ication addressed to the managing edi-/} 
tor of THE NEW YoRK Timgs, follows:

Dear Sir: It is with great surprise that 
I learn that you take exception to the con- 
tract I have signed with The United Press 
for a series of articles on current politics, 
on the ground that the value of my book 
on the war will be interfered with by the 
appearance of these articles before the 
book is published. I cannot take your 
view that a series of short articles not en- 
croaching in the least upon the material of 
the book can possibly influenge the ar; 
rangements you have made for publication 
of the serial rights. 

Moreover, I can assure you that the date 
of publication of my war memoirs will 
not be delayed by reason of my contract 
with The United Press. I am already en- 
gaged, and am employing the assistance 
of others, in accumulating material for 
these volumes. As the only Minister who 
held high office right through the war I 
imagine my book will be a contribution 
which no other person is in a position to 
make to the story of that tremendous 
event. Such a work is bound to take 
time, for all the facts must be carefully 
considered and verified, and the utmost 
care will be required in their compilation. 
It is not desirable, therefore, that the 
preparation should be hurried, and I in- 
tend to take ample time over it, at the 
same time avoiding any unnecessary 
delay. 

On the other hand, I never supposed for 
cone moment that the contract which I 
signed with you would preclude me from 
the publication of poijitical articles. Had 
there been such a clause in the contract I 
would never have signed it. Apart from 
my memoirs, I always intended to write 
as soon as I left office. I nave my living 
to earn, After seventeen years in office 
I have retired a poor man, and it is abso- 
lutely imperative that I should turn to 
writing as a means of livelihood. The pro- 
ceeds of the book for which you hold the 
serial rights are, as you know, to be given 
to charity. 

The terms of my contract are explicit, 
end I have not deviated from them. But 
I hate the idea of standing on the legal 
interpretation. I therefore set forth the 
above reasons for your judgment lIcst you 
should imagine that I am standing merely 
on the letter of my bond whilst making 
illegitimate profit for myself by infringing 
its spirit. Yours truly,

It was on Aug. 3 that Tow New Yorke 
Times and The Chicago Tribune first 
committed themselves to the purchase of 
the Memoirs, and it was three weeks 
later when Mr. Lioyd George, whose 
prospective profits had in the meantime 
been criticised in the English press, 
announced that he would give those 
profits to charity. THE New Yorx TIMEs 
and The Chicago Tribune were therefore 
not aware at the time of this commit- 





ment of the later-announced purpose of 
Mr. Lloyd George. 

A considerable cagrrespondence by 
cable ensued upon Mr, Lloyd George's 
contracting, on Nov. 24, for the series of 
articles to be published before the 
Memoirs, but without immediate result. 
Meanwhile his new articles were being 
offered to newspapers in America in 
such phrases as ‘‘ they will be released 
long before the Memoirs,” ‘‘ our con-| 
tract covers everything George will 
write during the coming year and car- 
ries with it option on another year’s 
series,” and “new series much more 
valuable than the Memoirs,’’ “' articles 
being of current interest and injuring 
the value of the Memoirs.’’ The originals 
of some of these messages, as delivered 
to the persons addressed, are in the pos- 
session of THE NEw York Times. Mf. 
Lloyd George has expressed strong dis- 
approval of the phrases used in them 
in offering his new articles to American 
newspapers, and states that they were 
issued without his knowledge or au- 
thority. 

The long cable correspondence failing 
to produce the desired result, THE 
New York Times and The Chicago 
Tribune, through their London counsel, 
the Honorable Sir Charles Russell, be- 
gan on Wednesday last an action in the| 
High Court of Justice in London against 
Mr. Lloyd George, asking for an injunc- 
tion restraining advertisements dispar- 
aging or prejudging or affecting the 
value of the Memoirs, reatraining the 
publication of Mr. Lioyd George's arti- 


cles written under the agreement made 
on Nov. 24 with an American ‘ syndl- 
cate,’’ and, alternatively asking for the 
rescission of the contract made by Mr. 
Lioyd George with THs New YorKE 
Timgs and The Chicago Tribune. Leave 
was granted for a motion to be heard 
on Friday. On Thursday Messrs. Lewis 
& Lewis, solicitors for Mr. Lloyd George, 
arranged with Sir Charles Russell for the 
cancellation of the contract of THz New 
York Timers and The Chicago Tribune 
with Mr. Lloyd George and the return to | 
the two newspapers of the advance pay~ 
ment less a part of the commission that 
had been paid by Mr. Lloyd George to 
hig agent.

Mr. Harvey is at present in bed at the 
Hyde Park hotel with a severe cold, 
but he is not seriously ill, and there is 
no fear of his not being able to travel 
next week.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 (Associated 
Press).—Administration officials be- 
lieve that American influence can be 
employed to help toward a solution of 
the German reparations problem. That 
feeling was voiced authoritatively today 
at the White House. 

The White House statement was made 
after a series of developments of obvious 
significance, beginning with the official 
admission that Ambassador Harvey had 
been called from London for consulta- 
tions here. This was followed by a con- 
ference of considerable length between 
Dr. Otto Weildfeldt, the.German Ambas- 
sador, and Secretary Hughes. Later Dr. 
Weidfeidt left for New York without an- 
nouncing the object of his journey. 

It became known still later that the 
German question had been among the 
subjects discussed in a two-hour ses- 
sion of the Cabinet. It was indicated 
at the State Department afterward that 
the loan question had not come up there 
in an ormal way.

New Greek Appeal te America. 


An appeal to Christlan America and 
Christian peoples the world over to use 
all their influence to prevent the Turks 
from deporting from Constantinople the 
Patriarch of the Greek Orthodox Church 
was made tonight by Mgr. Ger- 
manos, a high dignitary of that Church, 
who has come to the Lausanne confer- 
stitution of the Ecumenical Patriarch 

‘It seems impossible,”” said Maer. 
Germanos, who is the Patriarchal 
Exarch of Western Central Europe, to 
The Associated Press, ‘‘that world 
Christianity will permit this injustice, 
or that the Lausanne conf@rence will 
consent to write it into the treaty. 
Christianity has existed in Constantino- 
ple since the First Century, and the in- 
stitution of the Ecumenctal Patriarch 
there was provided for by the Ecumen- 
ical Councils of the Fourth and Fifth 
Centuries. 

‘* Now our Christian faith teaches that 
the degrees of the Ecumenical Counci 
are inspired by the Holy Spirit and 
therefore are not changeable. Constan- 
tinople is indeed a sacred city—sacred 
to us Christians—for Islam's history be- 
gins only in the Seventh Century, and 
the Turks did not conquer Constantino- 
ple until the Fifteenth Century, and 
this is the firrt. time in history that any 
nation has appeared before an interna- 
tional assembly to strike a blow at re- 
ligious institutions which have existed 
almost two thousand years.’’ ; 

Mgr. Germanos said that the saving of 
the seat of the Patriarch was not only 
vital to Orthodox Christians in countries 
like Russia, Rumania, Greece and Jugo- 
slavia, but of great concern also to the 
Anglican Church of Bngland, and more 
especially to the Bpiscopal Church In 
Ameriea, whose leaders were in corre- 
spondence with the head of the Ortho- 
dox religion, 

‘A very close tle between us has been 
created in consequence of our recogniz- 
ing the ordination of priests of those 
Mgr. Germanos continued. 
‘If these priests should make confes- 
sion of the Orthodox faith they would, 
ipso facto, become priests of our re- 
ligion. I was able two years ago. at 
Geneva, during the conference on unity 
of religions, to appreciate the great 
sympathy of your Christian leaders for 
our great movement.” P

DR. BUTLER FAVORS 
HELP FOR EUROPE 


Suggests Advancements by Well- 
to-Do Nations and Easy Terms 
for Allied War Debts. 


Dr, Nicholas Murray Butler, Pres'dent 
of Columbia University, addressing a 
meeting of the Woman’s Forum at the 
Biltmore Hotel, yesterday asserted that 
the greatest silent struggle going o: 
today was for the possession of the 
mind of the new nations In Central and 
Bastern Europe. 

“If that struggle for the mind ts go- 
ing to result in victory for those ideals 
and institutions in which we believe,” 
he said, ‘‘ we have got to do something 
about it. That struggle is not going 
to win itself, Left alone, the mark, sell- 
ing at 8,000 to 10,000 for a dollar, will 
soon dispose of the dollar, and the Ger- 
man text-books, German theories, Ger- 
man ideals will take the place in the 


minds of these ardent and ambitious 
people who have longed for our ideals. 
That is my_ notion of a real political 
uestion, and it is in that kind of ques- 
tion I beg the American pecple and this 
organization to take the liveliest and 
most practical interest.’’ 

AS a reBult of the war, said Dr. But- 
ler, there are 600,000,000 persons who 
cannot buy the food, clothing and lux- 
uries they were able to purchase be- 
fore 1914. Halt of these must econo- 
mize in thelr purchases and the other 
half, the majority of whom are in Cen- 
tral and Hastern Burope, ‘are living 
like animals in hovels and are depen- 
dent_upon public and pores charities.” 

‘Three hundred million people,’’ Dr. 
Butler said, ‘‘ have heads and hands 
and hearts, and nothing else. And this 
nation, with a supply of gold reserve 
which is so appalling that it staggers 
the imagination, a country which was 
relatively untouched by the war, com- 
placently asks them ‘to go to work.’ 
So far as I am concerned, such a con- 
dition is shocking. I wouldn't treat the 
meanest meaper in the streets like that, 
to say nothing of Innocent peoples who 
have been made to suffer in the same 
war in which we took so large a part. 

** My answer is very brief. These peo- 
ples ought to be provided, by advance- 
ments from the well-to-do nations of the 
world who have free capital with those 
instruments that will enable them to go 
to work to make and save money and 
eventually to pay their debts. ye, | 
need plows, farming instruments of all 
kinds, seed and clothing. It is not hu- 
manity ; it is good business, for it would 
make them your’ customers and send 
them to work.”’ 

Asked what practical suggestions he 
would make, President Butler said an 
economic conference should be called, at 
which should be discussed purely eco- 
nomic questions and nothing else. 

materring to the allied war debts, Dr. 
Butler said: 

‘*T would arrange that the debts be 
discharged, but over such a period as to 
make it take place without any embar- 
rassment to any nation. I don't care 
how long it takes. It took us four years 
to win the war, but if we had lost, it 
would be 400 years before we got back, 
and we should be willing to take some 
ij portion of the 400 years to get . back. 
We are told that England will pay. Of 
course she will, but I am too good an 
American to want to give up my share 
and allow Great Britain to bear the 
eritire burden.”’ .

American Tobacco Concerns In Asia 
Minor Discontinuing Operations. 


SAMSUN, Asia Minor, Dec, 15.—Tur- 
key's tobacco industry, which is largely 
supported by Americans, faces ruin-as 
a result of the departure of the Greek 
and Armenian workers. One of the 
largest American concerns has already 
been obliged to discontinue operations 
because all its experienced employes 
have either left or are ready to leave

ROME, Dec. 15.~The Foreign Ministry 
today published the memorandum which 
Premier Mussolini presented to the al- 


led Premiers at their London moeting 
and which represents his studied view- 
point on the allied debts and repara- 
tions after expressing the hope that the 
| allied Premiers would boldly face the 
problem and not separate until it had 
beeh solved, the memorandum proceeds: 

Burope’s postwar policy is dominat- 


ed by the problem of reparations, which 
presents twa aspects, 


and a political one. While the latter is 
progressing toward normalcy, the former 
is still very grave." 

Mussolini’s policy toward Germany can 
be expressed in the following words: 

As the sine qua non of discusston. 
the Government of Italy maintains that 
it would be unjust and most iniquitious 
to ruin Italy, ance, Belgium and the 
lesser Allies in an effort to redeem Ger- 
many, and that, therefore, the probloum 
of reparations cannot be divorced from 
the problem of the interallied debts.’ 


British Debt Concession Wanted, 


Coming to more specific proposals, the 
memorandum seta forth that the Jtalian 
Government believes: 

‘First, that any partial or purely 
temporary solution should be rejected; 
second, the payment of the residue of 
Germany's reparations should be facili- 
tated by granting her a moratorium and 
by helping her to raise loans with 
modalities and guarantees to be de- 
termined at some future meéting; third, 
Italy finds it an absolute impossibility 
to give up any part of the reparations 

j}due her unless England comes to some 
jliberal understanding with the allies in 
the matter of credits owing her, allow- 
ing the allies to renounce in favor of 
Germany some part of the reparations 
|} due to them."’ 

A solution is brought within _the 

; bounds of possibility, says the memo- 
randum, by the traditional insistence 
tending toward moderation and equilib- 
rium, which England has always exer- 
cised in Burope, by the mentality of a 
large part of English public opinion and 
by the Balfour note, which the Italian 
Government and people have greeted as 
the first stap toward the long-delayed 
radical solution of this problem. 

In making these suggestions the Italian 
Government asks the British Govern-

‘Seventh, during the two years’ mor 
atorium the Guarantee Committee will 
see that the German Government takes 
all necessary steps for the stabilization 
of the mark, to balance the budget, to 
Insure the maximum of revenue, to 
check inflation. 

‘“‘ Bighth, after the Moratorium Ger.

The memorandum also contains pro- 
posals as to the pledges which it is 
held Germany must give in eXchange 
for the help suggested in the memofan- 
dum, but these have not been made 
public.

But in the Treaty of Versailles 
the Allies themselves admitted that, 
though they were entitled to recover all 
damages and losses in the war from 
> ee rene the claim must be limited to 
the loss of goods by individuals.. By 
doing so they recognized the priority of 
reparations over war debts. ow, then. 
could the payment of war debts_ be 
claimed until Germany had paid the last 
pénny of indemnity? ‘That would be 
the, atrangest and most intolerable in- 
iquity. 

‘* We do not for one instance deny our 
debt,”’ he said, .‘ but.neither in fact nor 
in law can we aquit it before we have | 
received our due.’’ 

The question of interallied debts, M. 
Poincaré continued, had made incon- 
téstible progress at London. When the 
Premiers met again in January he did) 


not despair of reaching a settlement. 
Admits Germany Needs Aid. 
Turning then to the German situation, 
he said the first stép to be taken was 
to obtain a sane finance in Germany.

point all financial experts were in agree- 
ment. A great reo?ganizing effort was 
essential in Germany. ut ‘without 
proper control, stabilization would be a 
useless operation, and this control must 
be exercised by the Reparation Commis- 
sion. Germany would, it was admitted, 
need to be granted a further morato- 
rium, and in that case the Government 
had repeated in London that it would 
consider it necessary for Franée to take 
guarantees such as were stiptilated in 
the Treaty of Versailles.

‘that he would consult with Jackson H. 
Ralston, his attorney in the subpoena 
proceedings, before revealing his course 
of action. Committee members said 
they did not know what to expect from 
him, 

One thing {is certain and that is that if 
he does appear he will be pressed to 
give the facts behind his charges! Chair- 
man Volstead said Keller had declared 
he had abundant evidence and if this 
were true he would be forced to pre- 
sent it. 

In spite of the action taken yesterday 
after Keller had dashed out of the com-

Harrison, Ousted From Seat by 
House, Accuses Slemp 
of Virginia.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Representa- 
tive Thomas W. Harrison of the Seventh 
District of Virginia, unseated by the 
House today because of alleged frauds 
in the 1920 election, startled that body 
by charging that Republican leaders in 
Virginia were selling Federal patronage. 

While he did not directly charge 
Representative C. B. Slemp,. Republican 
National Committeeman, with being 
guilty of this practice, he- produced 
letters signed by Mr. Slemp and his 
secretary and canceled checks endorsed 
‘by Mr. Slemp, which showed that he had 
knowledge of the selling of Federal 
places. The cancelled checks msde out 
in favor of Mr. Slemp, were sent to him 
by B. R. Powell of Grenna, Va., who 
according to Mr. Slemp, was authorized 
to collect money for the Republican 
Party. 

Checks produced by Mr. Harrison 
showed that more than $900 had been 
collected by Powell and turned over to 
Mr. Slemp and his Secretary, L. B.

LAID TO. ANTI-SEMITISM 


Grenz, One of the Men Convicted, 
Boasted of His Deed as 
Patriotic.

BERLIN, Dec. 1%.—A big surprise has 
been caused by the comparatively Nght 
sentences imposed upon the two men 
who assaulted Maximilian Harden. Her- 
bert Weichardt, who is to be imprisoned 
two years and five months, was consid- 
ered by the jury to have the benefit 
of ameliorating circumstances. Albert 
Grenz, who is to be imprisoned four 
years, was the instigator of the crime, 
and bragged in court of his ‘‘ patriotic "’ 
deed. sss 

Even the reactionary papers describe 
the verdict and sentences as an aston- 
ishing miscarriage of justice, and seem 
to hold the new democratic’ system of 
juries responsible. It is clear, however, 
that if the juries in Germany were 
chosen in the same manner as in Eng- 
land or America such sentences would 
have been almost impossible. 

The conduct of the trial was mainly 
responsible for its result. Nobody in 
tre courtroom saw more clearly what 
was coming than Harden himself, who 
at the close of the trial decided to be 
heard. Then he dramatically stated his 
case. 


Harden Demands Full Penalties. 


‘I am today an old, broken-down 
man, who might forgive an ordinary at- 
tack on my person,” he said, ‘* though 
my life was in danger for nearly two 
weeks. However, I have grave reasons 
to demand that the prisoners shall be 
severely punished. After having first 
admitted that they meant to kill me, and 
even bragged about it, one of these men 
now smilingly asserts that he only want- 
ed to give me a lesson and prevent my 
trip to America, which I had given up 
long before, as the prisoners and every- 
body else knew. They never mentioned 
this in the police examinations, but ad- 
mitted tren brutally that they meant to 
kill me. 

‘“The course which this trial has 
taken convinces me that a clear case of 
attempted murder fs to be changed into 
a trivial charge of assault. For the 


sake of Germany I must resent this. If 
these men are not made to suffer for the 
crime they committed the world will 
say that our Fatherland bas fallen so 
low as to identify itself with unsecrupu- 
lous assassins. That alone I wish to 
prevent.”’ 

After Harden had spoken Wehichardadt 
implered the Court's clemency and suid 
that he was sorry for what he hadsdone. 
Had he known Harden, he declared, he 
would have refused to aid in the crime. 


Prisoner Boasts of Deed. 


Grenz boasted to the last minute that 
he was not sorry and that he would do 
the job over again, asserting that 50 per 
cent. of the German people approved it. 

The jury, which was composed of men 


who long Yor the return of the old 
régime, ignored the facts that Grenz 
never denied that Harden was to be 
done away with, that the prisoners 
themselves admitted that they were 
common assasins, hired to kill for 
money, and that they again and again 
demanded more money. The jury even 
granted that the assassins were actuated 
by patriotic motives. 

Harden said today that when he was 
called as# the principal witness and was 
dismissed from the witness stand after 
barely five minutes, while the two smil- 
ing young criminals had three days in 
which to repeat again and again their 
statements to the jury, he knew the 
case would end with a miscarriage of 
justice. Several papers point out that 
the Court treated the case from the be- 
ginning as an ordinary case of assault 
and battery and never seriously attempt- 
ed to find who had commissioned Grenz 
to hire assassins or who had paid fo 
the crime. ’ |

of non-professionals who assume to 
know the truth already? 

** Suppose the rank and file of the 
Baptists in Missouri belfeyve that the 
earth took its present position in six 
days, and is only six thousand years 
old, it would be absurd to require the 
Professor of Geology to teach this. 
Mathematics, chemistry, sociology and 
every other subject must be taught in 
accordance with the fullest knowledge 
available, and not merely in accordance 
with suppositions that chance for the 
time to be popular. Otherwise no prog- 
ress is possible. 

‘Giving the people what they want fs 
a shortsighted policy of playing safe;

1,000 H. P. AIRPLANE 
MAKES FIRST FLIGHT 


British Bomber, With World’s 
Largest Engine, Is Fitted With 
Self -Sealing Tanks.

LONDON, Dec. 16.—A British airplane | 
carrying the world’s largest airplane 
engine, of 1,000 horsepower, was flown 
for the first time yesterday at the fac- 
tory of A. V. Roe & o. on the Hamble 


v-. 
River, near Southampton. 

. The great engine consists of sixteen 
cylinders, arranged in four rows of four, 
in the form of the letter ‘‘X.'’ It is 
fitted to a specially constructéd long- 
distance bomber which has_ been de- 
signed by Roe & Co. for the British Air 
Ministry. 

The machine measures sixty-four feet 
across the wings, stands more than. fif- 
teen feet high and has:a lifting capacity 
of very nearly seven tons. With the 
exception of certain parts of the wings, 
it is constructed of metal, and the 
wings are mode so that they may fold 
up. It is specially equipp to enable 
it to remain in the air for a long period 
and at high a:utudes. It is fitted with 
self-sealing tanas, so that should they 
be pierced “by bullets they would not 
leak or catch fire.

‘The Thomastown barracks © were 
burned. Large bodies of men are said 
to have participated in the attack upon 
Callan. Machine guns were used in this 
fight, but no casualties- are reported. 

‘People arriving in the City of Kilken- 
ny from various parts of the county re- 
port that there was widespread activity 
among the irregulars last night. The 
roads have been blocked and the pres- 
ent position is uncertain. 

For the first time in many a day 
the Union Jack was seen in Dub- 
lin today in the hands of people on 
the streets. They were being waved by 
members of the crowds seeing off the 
British soldiers, who are going home in 
the course of the removal of the last of 
the British troops from Free State ter- 
ritory. Cheers for the departing troops 
came from the crowds on the O’Connell 
Bridge, and one old gentleman present- 
ed the officers with Christmas cards.

Tne commission, which recently heard 
a statement from the, Filipino labor 
union, also denying the existence of a 
labor shortage, was appointed by tie 
Feueral Governmeni after the receipt of 
the appeal for permission to adm con- 
tract Chinese labor to Hawali for stated 
periods. 

After denying the charge that the 
Japanese threaten to dominate the Ter- 
-Yitory’s business, the Japanese Laborers’ 
Association 8 siatement says: 

Unmerciful capital drove the natives 
of Hawali from theit homes and from 
the soil to make w for sugar. The 
first importation of 


monarchy) sounded the death knell of 
the Hawalians. 

There exists in Hawaii a sugar king- 
dom, due to the fact that the capitalists 
of the sugar indust have invincible 
influence on the political and economia 
life of the islands and possess all land 
suitable for sugar cultivation, almost 
to the last acre.

MISSION TO BRAZIL 
ROUSES ARGENTINE IRE 


Naval Advice From United States 
Attacked in Newspaper as 


Help to Militarism. 


BUENOS AIRES, Deo. 15 (Associated 
Press).—The Naval Mission sent by the 
United States Government to Brazil is 
an “official stimulus’’ to militariza- 
tion and contributes to weakening the 
tendency in South America’ to disarm, 
says La Prensa in an efiitorial today, 
in which it also severely criticises the 
American Government for not consider- 
ing the significance of ordering the mis- 
sion to other South American countries, 
notably Argentina. 

‘The newspaper does not quastion the 
sincerity of the United States in its 
friendly attitude toward Argentina, but 
it expresses the belief that its action 
was taken without premeditation of con- 
sequences and that the mission implies 
the association of the United States with 
Brazil's alleged policy of arming against 
Argentina. 

‘“What_ Brazil has secured with the 
official Ur.ted States Mission,’’ the 
paper says, ‘‘ is that South America, es- 
tle on the River Plate countries, which 
nspire the Brazilian naval policy. know 
that Brazil can count on the decided 
moral aid of the United States, which 
Brazil calls her ‘ old and loyal friend.’’ 
This moral authority has been indis- 
putably given and strengthens Brazilian 
militarization, both within Brazil and 
abroad.”’ 

La Prensa points out in contrast to 
the ‘‘ solemn official character’’. of the 
American mission that the French Mili- 
tary Misaion to Brazil fs unofficial; that 
the French Government merely has 
iven consent to its officers to act as 
nstructors.

At the outset Mr. Lansbury asked the 
Speaker whether, before the King’s mes- 
songer, known as the King’s Rod, was 
admitted to summon the House of Com- 
mons to the House'of-Lords for the 
Prorogation speech, it would be in order 
for him to move a resolution that the 
Commons decline to rise. ~ The Labor

FAVORS ECONOMIC CHANGES 


| Defeated Nations, He Says, Should

Obligations. 


A plea for the United States to take 


| the initiative in calling the democratic 


;jnations that won the World War to- 
|gether to revise the Versailles Treaty, 
to take control of the serious condition 
in the Near East and to prevent the 
Turk from expelling the non-Mohamme- 
| dan population of Antolia was made last 
night by Oscar S. Straus, former Am- 
bassador to Turkey, in a speech at a 
| dinner of the Federated American Cham- 


‘bers of Commerce of the Near East at 
{the Hotel Commodore. 

“The world is sick; Europe is very 
| sick,’”’ Mr. Straus said. ‘‘ The only man 
who isn’t sick in Europe is the tradj- 
| tional ‘Sick Man,’ the Turk. At any 
| rate, he seems to be less sick than the 
others. We won the war, but peace has, 
| not been won. The reason is that the 
| unity of the democratic nations that won 
‘the war no longer exists. 

| ‘*Germany has reconstructed herself 
and estabiished a republican form of! 
| overnment. In the spirit with which 
the war was fought, .. is the duty of 
the democratic nations to do what is 
possible to strengthen republicanism in 
militaristic Germany. If this is not done 
it may mean the chaos of Holshevism or 
a return to militarism.’’ 





Critizises Versailles Treaty. 


Mr. Straus touched on the references 
of Bonar Law, the British Premier, to 
the condition of Germany and the 
inability of Great Britain to pay what | 
she owed the United States, unless paid! 
what Germany and other nations owed 
her, and continued: 

“We must give our enemies in the 


| war a. chance to reconstitute and recon- 
|gtruct themselves. The Treaty of Ver-| 
| gailles was created in an atmosphere 
'ot war and a natural spirit of revenge. 
{it could not be expected that so soon 
| after the war, with its wounds unhealed 
|and smarting, the chief consideration 
| would have been the reconstruction of 
|} the world. 

| “ We now realize that this treaty was 
}not conceived in all respects in a con- 
| structive way. It was believed that the 
| League of Nations would be able to 
modify the Versailles Treaty to meet 
|conditions. Unfortunately—and America 
jis perhaps the most to blame—the 
| League is not performing this function. 
For reasons it is not necessary to dis- 
cuss, the United States did not enter 
|the League of Nations. Some blame the 
Democrats and some blame the Republi- 
icans. I say there is blame enough to 
igo all around, and we domt need to} 
| apportion it.’’ 

| Mr. Straus said that the questions 
} which must now be answered were} 
| what should and could be done. 

| ‘* The ‘ Sick Man of Europe,’ who has} 
played nation against nation for hun- 
| dreds of years, is taking advantage of, 
the differences between Great Britain, ' 
France and Italy,’’ he continued. ‘ Not 
since before the Middle Ages has there, 
been such a suggestion as to drive three 
or four hundred thousand persons from 
their homes. The only reason that such 
a threat dare be made is that the dem-j| 
ocratic nations that won the war are 
not acting in unison. 


Wants America to Ald. 


‘“We must all act together. It ifs of 
the highest importance that America 
lend her aid in bringing the nations to-! 
gether to revise the economic parts of 
the Versailles Treaty so that the defeat- 
ed nations can live up to the obliga- 
tions imposed upon them. Nations can- 
not afford to have bankrupts to deal 
with any more than can individuals. As 


a matter of enlightened self-interest, we 
want the nations that were defeated in 
the war to get on their feet, to be able 
to meet their obligations and to main- 
tain orderly Governments. We are all 
in a family of nations, and one nation 
cannot suffer without bringing suffering | 
on tke whole family. | 
‘*T don’t care whether this is done by 
lan organization called the Jeague of 
Nations, the Association of Nations or 
the Conference for the Limitation of 
| Armaments. We must exert ourselves 
and bring the nations together. We owe 
this to America and we owe it to the 
| world."’ é 
| Stephan Panaretoff, Minister from 
Bulgaria, said he was pleased to note in 
the newspaper dispatches that both the 
Allies and Turks had expressed satis- 
| faction at one result of the Lausanne 
conference. ‘‘This satisfaction,’’ he 
said, ‘‘seems to have been brought 
about by the promise of the Turks to 
| protect the minorities in their country 
in the same way that the minorities in 
countries belonging to the League of 
Nations are protected by the jangus.

Lady Astor urged instead the need of 
dealing with the direct causes which: 
produced soctalism. 

‘Talking about the Empire,’’ she 
said; ‘‘ but that does not carry much 
weight with men and women who with 
six children are living in a two-room 
house.”’ 

Laughter and a voice ‘two rooms!”’ 

‘‘ Well, two rooms! But I am afraid 
the other !Is'the case with the Conserva- 
tive Party. We have members living 
in more than one house, and they don’t 
realize the condition of people living in 
two rooms.” 

Lady Astor then referred to/the fact 
that some elementary school teachers 
are Socialists. ‘‘ But I don't blame 
them,’’ she said.

Lady’ Astor shouted: ‘‘ You are worse 
than the Labor Party; shut up!

WANT MORE HOSPITALS. 


American Legion Committee Asks 
Government to Cut Red Tape. 


More speed in the work of building the 
tubercular hospitals at Chelsea and 
Tupper Lake, and the necessity for the 
construction by the Government of new 
hospitals for the treatment of mental 
and general medical and surgical cases 
of the veterans were urged upon the 
Government in resolutions adopted yes- 
terday afternoon at the meeting of the 
Hospitalization Committee of the Ameri- 
can Legion, in Room 302, Hall of 
Records. : 

The resolutions urged that the Gov- 
ernment sweep aside all red tape in 
connection with the building of the hos- 
pitals. The number of tubercular cases 
among the veterans is increasing, it was 
said, 

Cc. W. Wickersham presided at the 
meeting. He read a statement which 
said: ‘‘ Despite the urgent recommenda- 
tions of the American Legion, the Gov- 
ernment hospitals needed for sick and 
disabled. veterans are not yet provided. 
Veterans’ Bureau statistics show that 
in the State of New York there are (in- 
cluding compensable cases only) no 
veterans suffering from tuberculosis in 
Government hospitals and 661 in con- 
tract institutions; 342 mental cases in 
Government hospitals as against 653 in 
contract hospitals; general medical and 
surgical, 212 in Government and 103 
in contract institutions."’ 


WANT MORE IMMIGRANTS. 


Shortage of Labor Is Cited Before 
Manufacturers’ Session. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 15.—Immediate action 
in the’ revisfon of the {mmigratfon law 
by the Mederal Government to correct a 
shortage in farm and industrial labor’ 
and bring relief to the high cost of liv- 
ing is asked in a resolution passed to- 
day by the National Conference of State 
Manufacturers’ Associations. 

A policy of selective immigration is 
approved in the resolution and the sug- 
gestion made ;that the Federal Govern- 
ment assert the right and assume the 
responsibility of controlling and edu- 
cating the immigrant during the period 
of his aillenage. 

General opinion of the country at 
large is against any tampering with the} 
present immigration law, Professor FE. 
A. Steiner of Grinnell College, Grinnell, 
Iowa, told the assembled manufacturers. 

Ellis Island, he said, is not worthy of 
the United States. The laws under 
which immigrants are handled were 
censured by Professor Steiner more than 
the personnel of the receiving station. 

John W. O’Leary, Chairman of the 
Immigration Committee of the United 
States Chamber of ‘Commerce, declared 
the literacy test now given immigrants 
is unfair and unsound. 

William Butterworth, Chairman of the 
meeting, declared that more common 
labor has left America in the last few 
years than has come in. He declared 
for a restriction law which would meet 
the neéds of the country and not be 
based on the percentage of citizens from 
other nations.

COST $5,000 TO GET A CENT. 


Coin for Delayed Fine Sent to Chi- 
cago Historical Society.

The American District Telegraph Com- 
pany ‘is not responsible for. the value of 
securities that ‘may be stolen by its 
messengers employed by brokers to de- 
liver them when nature of the purpose 
for which iy A age gn ‘was called is 
not given, under a ruling of the Appel- 
late Division of the Supreme Court made 
yesterday, The court reversed a verdict 
for $8,184 obtaitied by Strong, Sturgis 
& Co., and dismissed the complaint. The 
prevailing opinion of Justice Walter 
Lloyd Smith, in which Justices Clarke 
and Greenbaum concurred, in stating the 
facts and law of the case,.said: 

“The plaintiffs were brokers. \They 
wanted a messenger to carry stocks and 
bonds from their houses to other brokers 
They had in their office a call box of the 
defendant; but, instead of using_ that 

| call box, for some unexplained reason, 
they went into the hall of their building 
and saw a Western Union operator and 
told her they wanted a messenger, a 
bond and stock runner. * She had no 
telephone by which she could telephone 
the information as to the purpose for 
which this messenger was-wanted. She 


had in her booth a call box and she 
pone Y called.a messenger and sent him 
into the plaintiff’s brokerage office: The 
messenger did well that day, was asked 
to come back for several days; and was 
finally given $10,000 (par) in Liberty 
bonds, to take to another broker; also 
some stock. . Nothing more was heard 
from him at the time. The stock was 
returned through the mail next day, but 
the bonds he appropriated. ‘ 

‘Without notice to the defendant of 
the nature of the service that was to be 
required by the plaintiffs, the defendant 
cannot. be deemed to have contracted 
to carry safely the Liberty bonds which 
were afterward converted by the mes- 
senger.”’

LOSE $371,367 TAX 
ON DE LAMAR BEQUESTS 


Daughter Not Liable for Excess 


of Estate She Permitted to 
Go to Colleges. 





The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court decided yesterday that Migs Alice 
De Lamar, daughter of the late Captain 
Joseph R. De Lamar, need not pay an 
inheritance tax on several hundred thou- 


sande of dollars of her father’s estate 
which she consented should go to Co- 
lumbia, Harvard and Johns Hopkins 
Universities, under the terms of _ her 
father’s wil], although under the laws 
of New York State she could have pre- 
vented the institutions from receiving 
more than half the net estate. By a 
decision of the Surrogate the amount in 
excess of half the estate was declared 
taxable. : 

The papers before the Court showed 
that the gross estate was $32,282,927, 
and the net estate was $28,847,720. Cap- 
tain De Lamar gave his daughter $1,273,- 
517 in specific bequests, and established 
a trust fund of $10,000,000 for her, which 
has a present value of only. $8,096,525. 
He gave $400,00 in specific legacies to 
relatives, friends and employes, and 
$550,000 to charitable organizations. 
The transfer tax report estimated that 
as residuary legatees Columbia, Harvard 
and Johns Hopkins were entitled to 
$5.541,191 each. No,tax was_ levied 
against the colleges, but a tax of $371,367 
was imposed against Miss Lamar. 

The State Tax Commission contended 
that since Miss De Lamar was.entitled 
by law to the excess over half the. es- 
tate she should be taxed for it. This 
contention was upheld in the Surrogate’s 
court, but the Appellate Division held 
that the Surrogate was in error in tax- 
ing her on the share of the estate she 
renounced,

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BISHOP BRENT URGES 
FELLOWSHIP OF NATIONS 


Recommends It as a Care for War 
—Bishop Cannon Assails 
American Aloofness. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 13.—A fellow- 
ship between nations as a cure for war 
was recomended at the closing session 
of the ant.ual meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ in America here to- 
night by Bishop Brent of Buffalo, for- 
merly chief chaplain of the American 
Expeditionary. Forces. 

“The fellowship between  nations,”’ 
said Dr. Brent, ‘‘ must be controlled. by 
love, joy, peace, good temper, kindli- 
ness, generosity, fidelity, gentleness and 
self-control. Conferences of the repre- 
sentatives of the nations, tn view of the 
impossibility of conferences of the na- 
tions themselves, are the greatest in- 
struments for the promotion of good-~- 
will at our disposal. 

“It ig the duty of the Church to ald 
the Government in giving practical ex- 
pression to the accepted fact of the 
community of nations. Should the 
hurches agree on a way of reaching 
his end, the formulation and presenta- 
tion of their thought is a normal feature 
of democracy, liable to no resentment, 
but capable of great usefulness. I am 
expressing the thought of multitudes of 
American Christians when I express the 
hope that our Government might give 
the country a clearer idea of its mind on 
the community of nations."’ 

Bishop James Cannon Jr. of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, in 
speaking today of the political situation 
in the Near East and tne Lausanne 
conference, said: ¢ 

‘‘T registér niy protest against a code 
of American neutrality in Huropean af- 
fairs that is so heartless and impotent 
that. it cannot enter in and protect the 
helpless and prevent massacres. Such 
a code is a disgface to a Christian 
civilization. Our representative at the 
Lausanne conference shoula demand, as 
well as observe, and should demand most 
emphatically.”’ 

The Bishop, representing the Near 
East Commission of his church, said he 
was at Constantinople while, Symrna 
burned and witnessed the distress of 
deported Christians. 

Dr. Robert L. Kelly, President of 
pashan College, in a speech declared 
that, first of all, churches must be jarred 
from their state of self-complacency and 
assume larger responsibilities for Chris- 
tian education in the schools. He said 
by schools he meant not only Sunday 
schools but the weekday schools, the 
private schools and the public schools.

George Burns, ex-Giant and now with 
the Cincinnati Reds, is Frisch's rival for 
the position, and nominees for Vice 
President are Jake Daubert of Cincinnati 
and Jacques Fournier of the St. Louls 
Cardinals.

Frisch declared that he 
would not accept the honor. 

“This is news to me,’’ the Fordham 
Flash told reporters. ‘‘ Nobody has noti- 
fied me of the nomination. Of course, I 
am willing to stick with the other 
players, but I would not consent to be 
head of the organization or any other 
officer in it. have no kick to ‘make 
against the Giants or Mr. McGraw; 
present conditions suit me, but I felt 
when I joined the union that I ought to 
support the other players.’’ 

McGraw said that he had seen the 
names of Cy Williams of the Phillies and 
Arthur Fletcher, new manager of the 
same club, on the list of nominees; also 
that of Earl Smith, the Giants’ catcher. 
McGraw delivered a sharp attack against 
the union, asserting that !t was un- 
necessary among major league players. 

“*IT can see the need for such an organ- 
ization in the minors,”’ he declared, ‘‘ but 
for the life of me I can’t reason out why 
big league players should want to band 
together. They are being treated better 
than at any other time in the history of 
baseball. ut minor leaguers, especially 
those in circuits which refuse to allow 
the draft, might get together and de- 
mand that they be allowed a chance to 
rise in their profession. Major league 
performers, getting fabulous salaries, are 
nothing less than ingrates when they 
enroll in such an association."’ 

McGraw is known to be angered by the 
fact that many of his worlds champion 
Giants have become members of the 
union. “His salary list is one of the 
highest, if not the highest, in either 
league, and McGraw resents the fact 
his men find it necessary to or- 
ganize for their own protection. 

The absence of American Leaguers in 
the above list of nominees may be ex- 
plained by the fact that Raymond Can- 
non, the Milwaukee attorney who organ- 
ized the union, did nearly all his mis- 
sionary work among the National League 
players. The American's athletes have 
been welcomed when they have applied 
for membership, but no attempt has been 
made to recruit them. .

; Captain, and Lingal Winters, Captain- 
elect of the 1923 eteven, 

In making the announcement Mr. 
Miller made public the minutes of the 
athletic meéting of the conference held 
at Columbus Monday, when Ohio Wes- 
leyan was accused of offering scholar- 
ships and loans to members of the foot- 
ball team. Ohio Wesleyan representa- 
tives admitted that the loans had been 
continued and declared they considered 
themselves bound by a four-year prom- 
ise to the men, according to the minutes. 

As a result of the charges Miami, Cin- 
cinnati, Case and Denison severed foot- 
ball relations with Ohio Weslevan. 

‘“‘“The conference believes that Ohio 
Wesleyan should itself have declared 
these men ineligible, and it takes action

Our submarine strength is 
also considerably greater than Great 
Britain’s. So that the only thing to 
worry about is the inferiority of our 
light cruiser division. If we insist 
upon bringing that up to the British 
figures, the Admiralty would be jus- 
tified, if the 5—5 ratio is run through 
the entire naval list, in entering into

The expenditure of $400,000,000 pro- 
posed by the General Board for ad- 
ditional auxiliaries is for a term of 
years.

THE CITY’S BUDGET DILEMMA. 

Our city budget was in disorder even 
before the decision of the Court of Ap- 
peals, which creates a fresh crisis. 
The budget for 1923 was increased 
after its adoption. Also for 1922 it ap- 
pears that some departments spent 
more than allowed, so that in the clos- 
ing days of the year sundry officials 
have been scurrying around to bring 
the total outlay within the budget. 
This has been done by borrowing here, 
lending there, and throwing unpaid 
bills into the next budget. Now comes 
an imperative demand for from ten to 
twenty millions of taxes unlawfully 
collected, leaving a judgment for re- 
funds from the highest court to be 
dealt with. 

The suit for these tax refunds has 
long been pending under a Federal 
statute dating back to Civil War times. 
Months ago the Davenpert Joint Com- 
mittee on Taxation reported that these 
bank taxes were duplications of other 
taxes, unjust to those who paid them, 
and necessitated legislation to prevent 
similar taxes being levied against in- 
dividuals as well as banks. Bills are 
pending in Congress to correct these 
but the 
city took no action. Now it blames 
the State. No doubt New York is 
among several States which are not 
beyond criticism for laws conflicting 
with Federal legislation in the search 
for too much*tax money. ‘The State 
has confessed this, and - Governor 
MILLER signed the Davenport bill. The 
city is not blamable on that head. 
But it cannot blame the State for its 
own extravagances. The portentous 
total of the budget, the high city tax 
rate, and the manner in which these 
subjects have been dealt with under 


ithe present Administration are worse 


than the corrected error of the State. 
The city ought to display such pru- 
dence in its finances that unexpected 
demands would not embarrass it. 
According to the Controller, the 
city’s general fund is already pledged 
to meet the’ 1922 and 1923: budgets, 
and the city is being mandamused by 
its ‘‘ beneficiaries ’’—meaning those to 
whom money is due by law. Controller 
Craic is justified in protesting against 
some of the State laws mandatory 
upon the city, but when he asks for 
reform of State taxation in matters 


which only indirectly concern the city 
it is necessary to suggest that reform 
begins at home. His opposition to the 
income tax law is futile, onnongh it 


might well be amended in other re- 
spects than the specific bank-tax 
blunder. The Controller's compiaint 
that the repeal of the persongi prop- 
erty tax strips the city of ‘‘ hundreds 
of millions '’ of taxable resources and 
converts the income tax into a tax 
exemption law cannot be sustained. 
To cdmpel taxpayers to pay both an 
income tax and a personal property 
tax is impracticable, and the actual 
operation of the personal property tax 
was to add large amounts to the city’s 
permanent debt. Personal property 
taxes levied by broadcasting directory 
addresses were taken as warrant for 
spending public money. The swear- 
ing off of these taxes then created 
deficits. Return to that method would 
be neither reform nor relief. The real 


grievance of the city is that the State 
at large does not pay State taxes so 
closely as the city’s extravagance com- 
pels it to. The remedy is to improve 
the ancient tax collection methods of 
the State and to reduce the city’s ex- 
travagant expenditures. 


“REAL CHRISTMAS.” ' 

In a letter from Mr. CHaRLEs Hay- 
DEN, accompanying the check for 
$1,000 which he sent a few days ago 
to the Hundred Neediest fund, he inti- 
mated that it wouldn’t be a “ real 
Christmas ’’ if THe Times did not call 
to the attention of the people of this 
city the fact that there. are many 
among us who are in dire need.

GREAT CRY, LITTLE WOOL. 

Representative KELLER of Minne- 
sota was first elected to Congress, 
largely by the aid of the labor vote, 
as an independent. He classifies him- 
self as an Independent Republican. 
Independence of mere factsyseems to 
be one of his chief characteristics. On 
Dec. 1, in reply to the request of the 
House Judiciary Committee, he pro- 
duced a long document making four- 
teen specific counts in support of his 
resolution, offered early in September, 
for the impeachment of Attorney Gon- 
eral DauGHeErRTY for high crimes snd 
misdemeanors. These specifications 
were answered in detail by Mr. 
DAUGHERTY on Dec. HR On Dec. 12 
began the hearing of the charges be- 
fore the House Judiciary Committee. 
From the first, these hearings were a 
series of babblings and brabblings. Mr. 
KELLER was strong in charges, weak 
in evidence. Mr. VOLSTEAD, the Chair- 
man of the committee, is not, perhaps, 
of an eminently judicial temperament, 
but Mr. KELLER’s attitude made most 


of the committee impatient. He was {inven 


afraid to dirclose the names of his 
prospective witnesses. He showed al- 
most the hallucination of persecution. 
He was always prating about ‘ terror- 


ism ’’ and “* spies.’’ 

Of course, the committee was 
“packed,” in his estimation. On 
Thursday he bounced out of the com- 
mittee room in a passion because tho 
committee wouldn't let him read a 
statement passionately attacking it. 
Subsequently he gave out the. state- 
ment, in which he said that he 
wouldn't “ be true to his responsibil- 
“ity as a member of the House of 
“ Representatives if he further par- 
“ticipated in this comic-opera pro- 
“ceeding, which is a barefaced at- 
“tempt to whitewash Harry M. 
‘* DAUGHERTY.’’ It was a comic opera 
proceeding, certainly, but the comic 
part of it was furnished by Mr. Kzt- 
LER. He had conspicuously failed. 
Even his friendly labor-chief witnesses 
don’t believe that Mr., Davanerrr’s 
omissions and commissions are a@ sub- 
ject for impeachment. 

It may be that Mr. Keuumr, and the 
shatper wits that instigated him, have 
accomplished their purpose. That was 
to create and continue an atmosphere 
of suspicion and to discredit Mr. Harp- 
1nc's Administration. Yesterday Mr. 
KELLER, summoned by the House Ju- 
diciary Committee, didn’t appear. The 
committee gdntended to make him tell 
under oath what information he had 
in support of his charges. As a dis- 
ciple of the immutable truth he had 
refused to be sworn. The flinging of 
his statement in front of the irate Mr. 
VousTeAD and the solemn exit—the 
Minnesotan didn’t walk, but “ stalked,”’ 
like War and Famine—show his talent 
for scenes and effects. Whatever dis- 
cipline, if any, is to be used against 
this tempestuous tribune, the Judiciary 
Committee should go on. Accusations 
have been brought against Mr. DaucH- 
BRTX, They should be proved or dis-

A farmer living near 
Middletewn, in this 
State, and evidently | 
possessing a fine flow 
of language, has been 
writing to President HarDING about the 
coal shortage. He thinks it due to the! 
fact that the miners work only five days 
a week and only a few hours a day. 
What enrages him is that he himself 
works from twelve to fourteen hours a 
day through nine months in the year, | 
has no Saturday, half-holiday and can- | 
not rest even on Sunday. 

This farmer was not lucky in selecting | 
the coal miners with whom to compare 
himself, for they claim, and if’ not al-| 
ways with truth, often enough to give 
the claim some support, that the brevity | 
of their. labors is the result not of dis- 
inclination to put of lack of} 
enough employment in the mines. The 
farmer forgot, too, that he works for | 
himself, which makes a big difference. 

With all due allowance made, however, 
his grievance is real to the extent that 
his labor is excessively prolonged and 
that it brings him inadequate returns. 
He is right, too, in thinking that if a 
lot of other people did not increase the 
cost of what he has to buy by decreasing 
their efficiency, he would not be so hard 
driven to make a poor living. 

But he might have asked himseif if his 
day was from sunrise till sunset from} 
altruistic reasons—for the sake of other | 
people, that is—or merely under a com- 
pulsion from which he would escape if he 
could—from which, as a matter of fact, | 
he and his kind are doing their best to| 
escape and doing it without showing | 
quite the tenderest of regard for the in- | 
terests of other folk. 

The difference between him and those | 
of whom he complains may be due to 
little more than the more successful de-

Functions of the Brain.

Your recent special cable from London an- 
nouncing Dr. Bernard Hollander’s conclusions 
as published in The Lancet regarding the 
localization of mental functions In the brain 
has aroused great interest among American 
students familiar with the teachings and 
practice of Dr. Holmes W. Merton of New 
York City. Dr. Hollander bases his findings 
on the mental operations of a so-called 
lightning calculator,’’ whose brain could 
perform complicated feats of automatic com- 
putation, and almost nothing else. Dr. Merton 
arrived at identically the same conclusion 
as the English scientist, and employed to 
prove his theories the example of “ lightning 
calculators” and other high-power  spe- 
clalists,in the use of figures, as well as other 
experts in many lines of specialized menial 
activity. But Dr. Merton reached his con- 


clusions thirty years ago, and based upon 
them a method of determining vocational 
adaptability which is being followed suc- 
cessfully by personnel managers and other 
business executives in many of the large 
industries.

Brutalitles Due to Wretched Roads 
In the Arkansas Oil Fields. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In the oil fields surrounding El Do- 
rado, in Union County, Southwestern 
Arkansas, the’ daily scenes of cruelty to 
horses and mules have aroused a general 


| protest. from humane organizations and 


individuals in all parts of the United 
States. An enormous oil industry has 
been built up in this section of Arkan- 
sas, and the roads leading to these oil 
fields, over which all the hauling of 
supplies and oil must be 
done, are in a deplorable condition, 
being built of dirt which during the dry 
season becomes a soft, ylelding sand, 
and during the rainy season (January, 
February and March) a sticky, bottom- 
less mud. The wagons sink into this 
sand down to the axles and during the 
rainy season in many places the mud- 
holes are so deep that mules are fre- 
quently drowned in them. 

As a result of these bad roads terrible 
brutalities to the horses and mules are 


| being perpetrated ever:’ day and partic- 


ularly during the Winter, or rainy sea- 
son of that locality.. Machinery and 
supplies must be gotten to the oil fields, 
the ofl must be hauled_to the nearest 
shipping points, and the teamsters 
would lose their jobs if they did not 
get their teams through. Even &n or- 
dinarily small load becomes an overload 
under such conditions. The wagons be- 
come bogged in the sand or mud (as the 
case may be) and the drivers beat their 
animals to a pulp, often killing them, 
in an effort to make them perform su- 
pernatural feats, trying to pull the 
wagons out of the holes. 

Many valuable horses and mules are 


also killed during t&e Summer months |} 
| by being overheated while trying to pull 


the loads through the sand at. a tem- 
perature so hot that the sun blisters the 
skin. ’ The worst conditions, 


son, when these roads become so im- 
passable. in places that owners of ad- 
joining property frequently build a kind 
of trestle bridge of boards and charge 
toll for the privilege of using it. The 
residents of~ Union County are thus 
being called. upon to pay private tolls 
in addition to the usual road taxes.

THE LAW’S DELAYS. 


BE Se ROSS 
Extreme Need of Immediate Measure 


for Relief. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In these times of criticism of every 
oné and everything by every other 
force, the courts of the land have not 
escaped. Disparagement falls upon all 
degrees of the judiciary, from the Mu- 
nicipal District Court to the Federal 
Court itself. Attention has been called 
to the condition which justifies the irk 
felt by the public toward the Federal 
Court, and early in the present Attorney 
General's incumbency the situation was 
presented, resulting in approval of twen- 
ty-four additional trial Judges to meet 
the delays. Loss of evidence, death of 
witnesses, change of circumstances in 
litigants’ conditions, all of which come 
in the inactivity of a suit, work to a 
defeat~of justice and waste to the tax- 
payer. Justice delayed is justice de- 
nied. 

As fundamentally degtructive as any 
lack of confidence in or criticism of the 
higher courts of the land may be, a 
similar feeling. directed to the local 
courts is yet more important. It is but 
a step from the irritation at experiecnc- 
ing delay in the collection of a rightful 
claim against one’s neighbor, however 
small, to an overpowering distrust {fn 
our entire judicial system, which is fer- 
tile ground for a radical view on our 
whole governmental structure. In the 
Supreme Court of New York County 
alone there aré about 26,000 cases awalit- 
ing’ trial: In the year-1921, 13,228 cases 
were added to the docket, and in that 
same year an excellent court struggled 
with its superhuman problem ‘to the dis- 
posal of 8,938 cases. Awaiting trial in 
1921 were 21,308 cases, now increased to 
the figure of 26,000. It is clear that a 


a 


| proportionate addition of Judges would 


scarcely pnase the situation. This leaves 
our Supreme Court oyer two years be- 
hind in its work, and fixes two and a 


required for a case to reach trial. In 
our City Court there are 7,000 cases up, 
and even there a year is required for 
trial. 

What an ald it would be fn restoring 
a confidence in the operation of our 
judicial system if the bench could be 
given a clean slate for just omce and 
start again in its efforts to keep up with 
increasing pressure! This result could 
be obtained by some specialized action 
The 
occasion in itself warranting such a 
measure affords an opportunity for for- 
ward-looking thinking on the whole sub- 
ject. The solution in my judgment is a 
difficult one. Various remedies have

An extension of a voluntary system 
Practically, this will 
give but little help. Litigants are now 
at perfect freedom to arbitrate their dif- 
ferences. Scarcely any take advantage 
Various industries have provided 
arbitration facilities. Where the condi- 
tions are such that the parties acting in 
good faith feel disposed to leave their 
differences to an arbitrator, it works out 
with justice and expediency. 

In California, the Superlor Judges un- 
der an act of the Legislature agree on a 
list of lawyers, which is available to the 
bar, any one of which may be selected 
to act as Judge at the trial of any one 
case. The system has worked effective- 
ly. Perhaps if such a procedure was in- 
troduced into our court systerh and sup- 
plemental thereto, with the State fur- 
nishing proper facilities antl paying the 
expenses, it might work here. The liti- 
gants could pay the same fees in these 
proceedings as they pay in court. The 
State’s expenses would be offset by the 
decreased expense required in the _busi- 
ness of the courts. -

|quire the consent of the parties, but 


operated with She supervisory co-opera- 
tion of the Judges, and under State 


| maintenance, a tremendous impetus and 


encouragement would be given to the 
bar and to the community in general to 
resort to these Judges or referees. They 
could be provided in sufficient number 
and for such length of time as will meet 
the emergency. These Judges or ref- 
erees might be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor, or by the Appellate Division of 
the department in which they will sit. If 
possible, trial before thenr could be 
made compulsory. They should try 
cases not requiring jurors. This will 
lessen the number of cases, thus giving 
he Judges more time to devote them- 
selves to the trial of cases with juries. 
Another proposal would provide that the 
constitutional right to trial by jury must 
be exercised by a written demand made 
within ten days after the cause is at 
issue, and further, that notwithstanding 
such waiver in a proper case, the court 
may order the jury trial of any issue of 
fact. & , 

The number Sf Judges should be in- 
creased immediately to clean up the cal- 
endar; appointments made for the 
length of time necessary to accomplish 
this. This may require constitutiona} 
amendment and this fact !n itself em- 
phasizes the urgency of immediate ac- 
tion. The evil is a serious one. No 
more important question confronts the 
citizens of this State. The misery and 
the suffering entailed by the delay in 
securing justice is unbelievable. Every 
practicing lawyer has his own record 
and knowledge of instances substantiat- 
ing this contention. The question isea 
tremendous gone. The solution requires 
the wisdom of our Judges and the con- 
structive effort of the foremost men in 
the community; I appeal to them for 
their help. 

The practical thing to do would be for 
the Governor to appoint a commission of 
distinguished men and women to analyze 
this condition and report recommenda- 
tions for remedy within a prescribed 
time. It is especially incumbent upon 
the members of the legal profession to 
preserve the od name of the courts 
by removing at the very earliest possible 
moment any existent cause for criticism 
and illuminate the public mind in this 
serious problem.

SUPPORT RURAL CREDITS 


Council Will Select for Approval 
‘ Features of Nine Measures 
Pending In Congress. 


WASHINGTON, Dee, 15.—Co-operative 
marketing of farm crops received as- 


surances of support from members of - 


the Administrative, Executive and Con- 
gressional branches of the Government 
today, Secretary Hoover, Eugene 
Meyer Jr., Managing Director_of the 
War Finance Corporation, and Adolph 
C. Miller, member of the Federal Re- 
serve Board, told delegates to the First 
National Council of Farmers’ Co-oper- 
ative Marketing Associations: that com- 
modity associations had done more to- 
ward restoring financial stability in. the 
United States than any other factor, and 
Senator Capper of Kansas, leader of the 
Senate farm bloc, asserted the prospects 
were growing better daily for action on 
rural credits legislation. 

Secretary Hoover said the farmer had 
every right to demand relief from the 
depression into which his industry had 
fallen, because it had suffered .more 
than any other. He expressed the opin- 
fon that the farmers’ gréatest hope for 
relief lay in co-operative marketing and 
he predicted that the sentiment of the 
country would guarantee to them the 
constructive measures they needed. ek 
of transportation facilities; Mr. Hoover. 
said, had caused the farmer greater 
loss than high rates. 

Senator Capper said “the co-opera- 
tive idea offers more encouragement in 
pulling the farmer out of the hole in 
which he finds himself, due to financial 
and Industrial conditions, than any othet 
factor."” The facts of the farmers’ 
plight were being brought home to Rep- 
resentatives and Senators and more at- 
tention was being given in Congress to 
the farmers’ condition. 

Mr. Meyer joined in praising the work 
of the several hundred associations rép- 
resented by the delegates, who are here . 
from thirty-sfk States. -Such organiza- 
tions, he said, had provided an element 
of stability of which the.financial world 
was greatly in need. No single enter- 


prise had achieved so much with so 
little, and the association's efforts had 
given courage to producers who had 
been in despair. Their success had 
demonstrated the soundness of their 
methods by which funds could be made 
available and had shown that loans 
could be made safely to associations 
that were without capital. 

He believed all the credit facilities of 
the Federal Reserve Board should be 
extended to farmers and intimated that 
he thought the finance corporation 
should cease to éxist after the expira- 
tion of its present authorization from 
Congress and its financing of farmers 
had been taken over by local banks. 

Mr. Miller expressed not only his Indi- 
vidual sympathy with the co-operative 
movement but that of the entire Reserve 
Board. The board had done everything 
permissible under the laws to favor the 
farmer but relatively few farmers or co~ 
operative associations had taken ‘full ad- 
vantage of the facilities of the system 
available to them. He favored greater: 
extension of farm credits and’ thought 
the proposed legislation now before Con-~ 
gress did not go far enough in that 
respect. 

The council is expected to act at its 
final session tomorrow on_ specific 
recommendations for . rural credits 
legislation to: be reported by various 
committees. No bill for recommendation 
to Congress ‘is contemplated, the dele- 
gates sald, gut various features of the 
nine pendind§imeasures are expected 10 
be selected for the organization’s sup- 
port, to the exclusion of other proposals 
which may be considered not sufficient- 
ly constructive. 


FRANCO-CANADIAN TREATY. 


New Commercial. Agreement Gives 
Canada Many Advantages. 


PARIS, Dec. 15 (Associated Press).—' 
The Franco-Canadian commercial treaty 
was signed here today. : 

The new treaty, to which were at- 
tached the signatures of Premier Poin- 
caré; Lucien Dior, French Minister of 
Commerce; Lord Hardinge, British Am- 
bassador to France; W. S. Fielding, Ca- 
nadian Minister~of Finance, and Ernest 


Lapointe, Minister of Marine and Fish- 


eries, replages the prewar agreenient 
between. France and Canada. It gives 
Canadian commerce new advantages in 
several hundred articles and places 
France on the most favored nation basis 
in her relations with Canada. - 

French exports will be admitted to 
Canada on what is called the interme-’ 
diate tariff, which is the most_favor- 
able except that given England, and 


will afford France a better outlet for’, 


‘Ther wines, automobiles, laces, feathers 


and other luxury products. 

Canadian exports to France will be 
admitted on a notably better basis than 
that formerly prevailing. One hundred 
and twenty-eight Canadian articles n 
be admitted under the French minimu 
tariff, and 326 under the intermediate 
tariff. These latter are allowed to en- 
ter France on the same basis as exports 
from the United States under  the- 
Franco-American commercial agreement 
of 1921. ‘ 

If the American agreement should 
cease to operate it is provided that 
Canada, on these articles, will enjoy a 25 

r cent. reduction from the French min- 
een tariff. 

The treaty is a permanent one, but 
may be denounced on six months’ no- 
tice. The text will be made public only 
upon a date to be fixed later.

In dismissing a charge against a man 
accused of unlawfully possessing a re- 
volver, Magistrate George H. Folwell in 
Flatbush Court, Brooklyn, yesterday 
severely criticised Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Selah B. Strong of Suffolk County 
for issuing permits to residents of New 
York City to carry pistols.

The case before Magistrate Folwell 
was that of James de Mayo, 31 years 
old, of 139 St. Felix street, Brooklyn, 
arrested at 733 Atlantic Avenue, Brook- 
lyn, Thursday night by Patrolman 
Charles M. Geary of the Tenth Inspec- 
De Mayo told the Magi- 
strate he had been given a permit to} 
carry a pistol by Justice Strong and | 
that he had lust this permit in Coney 
Island last Summer. He said Justice 
Strong had issued him a duplicate per- 
mit and submitted this duplicate to the | 
Magistrate. Magistrate Folwell said he 
had no alternative but to dismiss the | 
case, 

Magistrate Folwell's criticism’ was 
written by himseif in long hand and was 
given to reporters. It follows: , 

‘Officer Geary, I must discharge this 
man and I am sorry to do it. Here is 
a resident of the City of New York who, | 
if he has a good reason to possess a pis- 
tol, can get his permit so to do, from the 
Police Commissioner of New York City. 
Instead, he goes over the city line into a 
county outside of the city so as to make 
the issuance of the permit technically 
legal and gets the permit from a Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court--Strong. The 
defendant can give no reason for hav- 
ing a pistol, none. He knows he would 
never get it from the Police Commis- 
sioner, one look at him—he looks @ 
thug—and he would be unceremoniously 
bowed out of the station house when he

The establishment of a Federal Re- 
serve foreign bank of the United States

RULING ON DOROTHY GORDON

| Court Holds Helress Was Not Le- 


gally Committed to Asylum. 


BOSTON, Dec. 15.—Judge Braley of 
the State Supreme Court announced 
today liis decision that Dorothy Gordon, 
the heiress over whose guardianship a 
contest is being waged in the courts, 
was not legaliy committed to the 
McLean Hospital for the insane at 
Waverly because she was insane when 
she signed an application for admission 
to the hospital. He permitted the peti- 
tion for a writ of habeas corpus brought 
by her uncle, John Gardiner of Baldwin, 
L. 1., to stand with the understanding 
that steps be taken at once for her legal 


commitment. 

If such action were not taken within 
a reasonable time, the court added, 
counsel might again apply to him for 
a writ of habeas corpus. *He said the 
consensus. of medical testimony had 
satisfied him that if he had ordered the 
young woman brought into court there 
might have been disastrous conse- 


quences. If he had issued the writ at 
this time, he remarked, he could not 
have discharged Miss Gordon but could 
only have provided for her care in some 
ot}.er institution or in a private home. 

Before the court announced the deci- 
sion, Dr. Isador H. Coriat, agreed upon

‘* Without doubt there is a joker in 
the scheme, whereby particular parties 
may benefit at the expense of others. 
Unless my vision ig clouted I think I 
can see how this is possible of accom- 
punishment. Surely any men in con- 
trol of such an office should not be con- 
nected directly with theatres and at- 
tractions, nor should he be in partner- 
ship with others directly connected with 
theatres and attractions, for he would 
not be human if he did not favor him- 
self and his partners. 

“If this new arrangement now being 
considered by the Producing Managers’ 
Association is carried into effect I 
think it will largely augment the num- 
er of unscrupulous sidewalk ticket 
Speculators, and _ probably 
some of the regulars into their class. 
They will obtain the tickets from a cen- 
tral office in the same manner in which 
they have procured them from the the- 
atre box-offices. We all know -how pro- 
hibition has bred wealthy bootleggers, 
and the same enticing prospects are 
now being held out to nefarious spec- 
ulators. . 

“I am sure ft is advantageous to have 
tickets on sale at the best hotels and 
well-located agencies, and I do not think 
that the theatregoing public, which 
finds it convenient to buy at such places, 
can be forced to go to a central ticket 
office any more than to the theatre box 
office. The whole scheme looks imprac- 
tical, and I cannot see any improvement 
in the radical change suggested. There 
ere reputable ticket dealers who are a 
@reat convenience to theatre patrons and 
whe live up to the legal requirements.’’

The Philharmonic Society. 


The second of the week’s pair of con- 
certs by the Philharmonic Society was 
given in Carnegie Hall yesterday after- 
noon. The principal orchestral number 
of the program was Charles Martin 
Loeffler’s ‘‘ Pagan Poem,” after Virgil, 
for orchestra, with piano, English horn 
and three trumpets obbligati. The com- 
position has several times been played in 
New York in the fifteen years sinoe it 
was first produced. But pieces of this 
calibre by American composers are not 
played as often as they should be, and 
Mr. Stransky dia an admfrable thing, a 
real service, in putting it again before 
his audiences, 

It is music of a lasting fibre; and it 
seemed on a repeated hearing as. strong, 
as significant, as deeply imbued with 
poetical feeling as it ever did. It is as- 
suredly one of the finest of Mr. Loef- 
fler’s orchestral compositions, if not the 
finest; the one in which his imagination 


{soared highest and in which his touch 


in capturing and embodying it in music 
There is no need of a 
close following of Virgil's eighth 
“ Eclogue”’ to appreciate and under- 
stand the meaning of this music, which 
eautiful as music in 
and of itself. Rarely elsewhere has Mr. 
Loeffler written with so great skill for 
orchestra, so richly and luminously, 
and the three solo trumpets, heard be- 
hind the scene, have a'magical, a haunt- 
ing effect. 

Mr. Stransky obtained ,a truly fine per- 
formance of this remarkable composi- 
one in which the orchestra sur- 
passed itself in the quality of the tone 
its finished coherence. Heinrich 
Gebbard, who has been inseparably 
connected with this ‘‘ Pagan Poem’”’ 
from the beginning of its career, played

‘TAIL BEFORE I STOP. 
WAGES,’ SAYS HYLAN 


Attacks Court Decision on Bank 
Meet $20,000,000 Loss. 


PITIES THE POOR TAXPAYER 


Mandatory Legislation Scored by 
Mayor as Estimate Board Con- 
sidera Problem. 


Mayor Hylan at yesterday's meeting 
of the Board of Hstimate declared his 
willingness to go to jail rather than de- 
prive day laborers in city departments 
of their wages to make up the deficit 
in the budget caused by the decision of 
the Court of Appeals in the bank stocks 
tax case, which will cost the city in 
the neighborhood of $20,000,000 if the 
decision stands. Controller Craig read 
a report on the decision, which, he said, 
makes the 1923 budget $7,500,000 in ex- 
cess of the city’s taxable resources with- 
in constitutional limits. 

‘“‘ As I see it.’’ said the Mayor, in an- 
gry comment upon the Court’s decision, 
“‘if che Legislature keeps on passing 
mandatory legislation and the Court of | 
Appeals continues to make decisions 
which practically take the burden off 
banking and corporate interests and 
place it upon the people—the little home 
owners—we might ‘ust as well close 
down. 

I don’t see what can be done. Here 
is $20,000,000 that must come out of the 
pockets of the taxpayers of this city, | 
and the banking interests are relieved 
from it. I am giad it is presented here, 
So that the public will know that we 
have $34,000,000 to $40,000,000 of manda- 
tory legislation in the budget this year} 
which must be paid year by year. Now | 
if we are going to have this additional! 
$20,000,000 and a certain number of mil- 
lions more appearing continually until 
the end of time, I pity the poor tax- 
payer. 

The Mayor and the five Borough Pres- 
idents voted to meet existing deficiencies 
in the 1922 budget, amounting to $79+4,- 
000, by transferring funds from their de- 
partments to meet the budgetary: re- 
quirements.

Reports that Mrs. Harrison had been 
arrested at Chita reached this country 
early this month. Her detention is the 
third such experience she has had in 
Russia in the last three years. After 
being held in Moscow from November, 
1920, to January, 1921, Mrs. Harrison 
was again. confined near Moscow in 
May, 1921. This time_she was incar- 
cerated until Senator France, who was 
then in Russia, obtained her release on 
July 30 of that year. Later in the sum- 
mer she came to the United States and 
late last August was reported in Tokio 
on her way to Chita to investigate the 
Government of the Far Eastern republic.

LONDON, Dec. 15.—A. boy of 15, who 
was adopted as a mascot by American 
troops in France during the war, had 
some amazing experiences crowded into 
the last five years of his life. His 
story was told by the Alien Registration 
Officer at Birmingham Police Court to- 
day, when the boy was charged with 
having failed to register as an alien. 

A native of France, Georges Le Dan- 
tec began his travels when at 1( years 
old he ran away from home ani went 
with the American forces in France as a 
mascot. During the two years he re- 
mained with them he was twice wound- 
ed. He was smuggled aboard an Amer- 
{can troop ship and. taken to New York, 
where he was discovered and trans- 
ferred to a steamer bound for Antwerp. 
From there he went to Coblenz with an 
American detachment of engineers. 

Returned again to Antwerp, he ob- 
tained a British passport and came to 


London. In the following month he 


traveled to Liverpool by train, evading 
ticket collectors at both ends of the 
journey. 

The next incident in his career was his 
repatriation, but after spending a few 
months under the parental roof near 
Paris he set off once more, and boarding 
a Norwegian steamer stowed himself 
away until the‘ vessel docked at the 
Millwall Dock on the Thames, where 
he slipped ashore. In London he main- 
tained himself by hiring a hand truck 
and actin as a porter at Spitaflelds 
Fruit Market. He speaks English flu- 
ently, and was abroad in London for 
several months without challenge.

More than 50,000,000,000 clgarettes were 
sold in the United States in the fiscal 
year ended June 30, Mr. Titus said, and 
the Government collected on them more 
than $270,000,000 in taxes alone.

BRITISH TUTOR RELEASED. 


)F. J. S. Barclay Permitted to Enter 
by Imm\gration Officials. 


F. J. S&S. Barclay, the young Engiish- 
man who arrived here last Monday in the 
first cabin of the Cunarder Carmania 
from Liverpool to act as tutor to the 
15-year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. David 
Rumsey of 2 Washington Square and 
was detained by the immigration offi- 
cials undér the contract labor clause, 
was released yesterday afternoon from 
Ellis Island.

Chairman Hooper Defends Board's 
Treatment of the Railroad 
Workers. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 15 (Associated Press). 
~The United States Railroad Labor 
Board, in a decision issued today, up- 
holds its former stand in denying main- 
tenance of way men their request for 
time and a half.after eight hours’ work 
and on Sundays and holidays. 

By the board's decision the present 
ruling of @ pro rata rate for ‘the ninth 
and.tenth hours and time and a half 
after that hour is upheld. A request for 
a ruling on contract work, the deécision 
stated, had been answered by previous 
decisions. These declared such contract- 
ing an attempt to avoid the provisions of 
the Transportation act. 

Ruiings favorable to the employers 
were contained {n the decision in that 
employes’ work must start and end at 
designated assembling points and super- 
visory forces shall be compensated on 
the same overtime basis as the men su- 
pervised when the general force is re- 
quires! to work in excess of eight hours. 


The last ruling applies to foremen em- 
ployed on a monthly basis. 


Ina dissenting opinion, A. O. Wharton 
called attention to discontent andj unrest 
among railroad employes * when an ex- 
amination of the decision of this board

Than Necessary on Maintenance. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15,—Financial 
conditions )as between railroads and 
farmers ih the West are sufficiently 
favorable to the carriers to enable them 
to reduce transportation rates of hay, 
grain products and grain, Clyde M. 
Reed, Chairman of the Kansas Utilities 
Commission, testiffjed today before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. Of- 
fering evidence in support of the ap- 
plication by Western States for a rate 
reduction, he presented a financial study 
of composite railroad accounts to show 
that the corporate surplus in railroad 
balance sheets amounted to $2,959,900,- 
000, and that further cash reserves were 
in the hands of the carriers as well. 

Mr, Reed asserted the railroads have 
$1,413,000,000 carried in their account as 
surplus and in addition have $440,000,000 
carried as a reserve against depreciation 
and $28,000,000 carried as a _ reserve 
against aperation contingencies. 

“urther,- Mr. Reed contended, rail- 
roads in the West are expending a far 
greater amount of money than neces- 
sary on maintenance of tracks and 
equipment in order to reduce the’ show- 
Ing in regard to earnings.

Continued Irregularity in Stocks 
‘and Bonds—Foreign Ex- 
change Holds Firm. 


Probably most people, after reading in 
the morning newspapers Bonar Law's 
dismal description of Great Britain's 
economic condition, were moved with 
curiosity as to what the sterling ex- 
change market would do in response to 
it. Explanations by the Premier to Par- 
Mament that unless its trade revives 
pretty soon, England will ‘‘ reach a po- 
sition. which will be worse, almust, than 
that of any allied country,” did not ex- 
actly accord with the inferences drawn 
from the recent movement of exchange 
in favor of that country.

Show $700,000,000 Gain in the Year

WASHINGTON; Dec. 15.—Increases 
in loans secured by Government and 
corporate obligations aggregating $12,- 
000,000 and $16,000,000, respectively, as 
against net Hquidation of $4,000,000 of 
investments, are shown in the Federal 
Reserve Board’s weekly consolidated 
statement of condition on Dec. 6 of 784 
meinber banks in leading cities. 

Only a nominal change is shown in all 
others, i. ¢., largely commercial, loans 
and discounts. 

Member banks in New York City re- 
port a reduction of $21,000,000 in loans 
against corporate securities as against 
an increase of about $15,000,000 in other 
loans, and net liquidation of $14,000,000 / 
of investments, mainly of United States | 
bonds. 

Loans and investments of all reporting 
institutions show an increase of $24,- 
000,000, while those of the New York 


City banks show a. decline of about 
$20,000,000 for the week under review. 
Substantial withdrawals of bank bal- 
ances from the New York member banks 
account for the reduction in net demand 


under this head, as against a decrease 
of $84,000,000 for all reporting banks. 
Government deposits show a reduction 
for the week of $8,000,000, of which 
$3,000,000 are shown for the New York 
City banks. 

Time deposits, on the other hand, show 
a gain for the week of $47,000,000, 
largely outside of New York City. Since 
December of last year time deposits of 
| the reporting institutions have increased

MODERATE DECLINE 
IN COTTON PRICES 


Losses Run From 22 to 34 
Points—Tone at Manchester 
Is. Unsatisfactory. 


The buying movement in cotton slowed 
down yesterday and prices sagged off 
$2 a bale from-high levels of the week. 
Reports of a possible loap <0 Germany 
had evidently been discounted, for real- 
izing began after the opening and con- 
tinued throughout the session. With no 


tions were left to be determined by rou- 
tine transacttfons. As contracts have 
advanced over a cent and three-quarters 
in a week, a setback was not unex- 
pected. Large spinners’ takings were 
again a feature of week-end statistics. 
Final quotations were 22 to 34 points be- 
lew Thursday. 

It became evident soon after the open- 
ing that the advance in prices had cre- 
ated a level where a larger supply of 
contracts had become available. Though 


Liverpool held comparatively steady, 
sales of spots abroad fell off to 3,000 
bales again, with an unsatisfactory tone 
reported from Manchester. <A tendency 
on the part of Southern interests to sell 
cotton on every advance was again a 
factor, In addition, a large numbcr of 
commission houses were not doing very 
much business, and the trade itself failed 
to follow the advance. 

A decided increase in demand for both 
spots and contracts became noticeable 
in the previous week when prices ran 
below 25 cents, but this tapered off with 
rising values. But most important was 
the fact that aggressive buying tactics, 
largely instrumental for the rapid rise 
following the bureau, were not repeated. 
Instead of frequent orders for 5,000 and 
10,000 bales, the market was suddenly 
left to itself. This created an irregular 
course of prices, with an easier tone. 
Several times a recovery of 10 to 15 
points occurred, due to strength in se- 
curities and to large spinners’ takings. 
But rallies failed to hold and selling 
pressure of a scattered character con- 
tinued during most of the session. 

While no further additions appeared 
to be made to lines accumulated during 
the past week, contracts for sale came 
from limited orders and not large 
blocks. Under these circumstances de- 
velopment of any selling movement was 
lacking and quotations worked lower 
slowly. <A reaction of over 40 points 
had taken place by afternoon. Decem- 
ber lost less than other months, go- 
ing over January, though January sold 
about 25 points under March, as great 
a discount as has yet developed. 2 

The fact that some cotton is pointing 
in this direction for delivery on either 
December or January contracts has been 
a drag on the market. Much of this 
cotton is of high grade for which there 
is said to be no urgent demand at the 
moment. Spinners are not @lisposed to 
buy more than is absolutely necessary 
until after the Jan. 1 inventory period. 
Absence of large supporting orders left

GRAIN PRICES DROP 


DESPITE GOOD NEWS 


Markets at Chicago Fai! to Re- 
spond to Reports That Make 
for Larger Values.

CHICAGO, Dec. 15.—The grain mar- 
kets made a poor response to bullish 
news today, and, while May and July 
corh and July oats sold at a new high 
on the crop around noon, there was 
persistent selling’ of all grains on the 
advances. Local short interest was cut 
down by a sharp advance at one ‘time, 
and, when selling appeared later, sup- 
port was lacking. Wheat closed 1%@ 
1% cents lower; corn off %4@1% cents, 
oats % cent and rye 144@%. : 

The introduction ofa bill to appro- 
priate $70,000,000 for the purchase of 
foodstuffs for Germany, talk of a large 
international loan to Germany, wet 
weather in Argentina and sleet in 
Kansas and the reported improvement in 
the foreign financial situation induced 
buying at times, but the market lacked 
the snap which has characterized it of 
late and eased off quickly. 

Omaha sold 200,000 bushels cash wheat 
to come to Chicago today at 1 cent 
over May, track here. Export business 
is slow. Late cables from Argentina 
said harvesting was general, with crop 
estimates being reduced. Buenos Aires 
finished 4%44@144 cents higher. Wet 
weather there had some influence on 
Liverpool, which finished unchanged to 
14d higher. 

Local professionals who are bullish 
were free b@yers of corn at times today 
and managed to get the May and July 
into new ground, but when selling ap- 
peared toward the last the market eased 
off quickly. Country offerings were 
fair and Eastern demand was slow, al- 
though export business aggregated 150,- 
000 to 200,000 bushels at the seaboard, | 
iptiuding a cargo to Scandinavia at a 
fancy price. 

Oats are gaining friends but weakened 
with other grains. Minneapolis stocks 
decreased 745,000 bushels the past week, 
and that market has the largest holding 
of any market. ‘ 

A correction in the visible supply of 
wheat, due to the inclusion,of afloat 
grain at Buffalo, shows an increase of 
3,594,000 bushels and is 37,022,000 bush- 
els, against 33,428,000 the previous week 
and 43,337,000 bushels last year. Corn 
increased 296,000 bushel and is 11,632,000 
bushels, against 11,072,000 the previous 
week and 15,950,000 last year. 

Primary arrivals of wheat today were 
1,242,000 bushels; wek ago, 1,345,- 
000; last year, 979,000. Shipments were 
617,000 bushels; week ago, 1,214,000; last 
year, 774,000, 

Corn receipts were 1,038,000 bushels; 
week ago, 1,101,000; last year, 1,872,000,
